412 1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully struck, the chalky- 
white devices float atop deeply mirrored, almost black fields. A 
beautiful Gem DMPL dollar. 

413 1885-CC MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding ‘85-CC Morgan that was 
probably stored in a paper envelope for many years, as both sides are 
blanketed in intermingled shades of lilac and orange toning. 

414 1885-0 MS 66 PCGS. Faint golden color is noted on the reverse of 
this lustrous specimen. 

415 1885-0 MS 66 NGC. This frosty Gem is sharply struck in all areas. 
Mottled orange-tan iridescence clings to the borders. 

416 1886 MS 63 NGC. razor sharp with appealing golden toning on the 
reverse: 1887 MS 63 NGC. traces of golden-russet peripheral color 
on each side; and an 1889 MS 63 NGC. particularly frosty for the 
issue, with a similar edging of golden-russet toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

417 1886 MS 66 PCGS. Thin crescents of orange iridescent tonins 
spruce up the edges of this Superb example. 

418 1886 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny-white and nearly devoid of surface 
marks, with strong highpoint definition. 

419 1886 MS 66 PCGS. Creamy-white surfaces are well defined for this 
often mushy P-mint issue and free from all but the tiniest imperfec¬ 
tions. 

420 1886-0 MS 62 NGC. Satiny with light peripheral toning, and out¬ 
standing sharpness in the centers. Scarce in any Mint State grade, but 
specimens that grade above 60 or 61 are particularly elusive. 

421 1886-S MS 63 PCGS. Extremely lustrous with a few light abrasions 
here and there on the obverse. This is an opportunity To capture an 
appealing Mint State example of this popular S-mint in a grade that 
falls right before a substantial price jump 

422 1886-S MS 64 NGC. Terrific cartwheel luster is given even greater 
appeal by subtle rings of golden-russet toning at the margins. The 
low mintage 1886-S is one of the more popular issues that emerged 
from the Redfield hoard. 

423 1886-S MS 64 NGC. Few contact marks are noted on this scarce 
date Morgan, with the exception of a grade-limiting, but very faint 
scratch on the obverse. Overall, the coin suggests a higher grade. 

424 1886-S MS 60 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Although a number of 
light contact marks account for the grade, none is distracting from 
the overall eye appeal of this specimen. 

425 1887 MS 66 ICG. A brilliant, problem-free specimen. 

426 1887-S MS 62 NGC. Untoned with numerous choppy abrasions on 
the obverse and a much cleaner reverse. 


427 1888 MS 64 PCGS. Terrific strike and cartwheel luster. The typical 
Gem ‘88-P has little or no advantage on this coin. 

428 1888 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and satiny, with a few small planchet 
flakes on Liberty’s cheek that are a rather trivial disturbance. 

429 1888 MS 65 PCGS. Essentially brilliant and quite clean. Perhaps the 
many, tiny flyspecks have precluded consideration for a higher 
grade, as it displays few marks. 

430 1888-0 MS 64 PCGS. Not just any old MS 64 ‘88-0. but a fully 
struck, untoned example with radiant luster. 

431 1888-0 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Boldly detailed and probably a 
Gem save for a hairline cut on Liberty’s brow. 

432 1888-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details. Net AU 50. Russet gray 
toning thickens near the devices. 

433 1889 MS 65 NGC. A few minor frost breaks on the portrait are 
quickly forgiven when one takes into account the originality and 
sparkling luster exhibited by this uncommonly flashy ‘89-P. 

434 1889-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. Fine Details. Net VG 8. Dullish 
pearl-gray surfaces have balanced wear and no unsightly marks. 

435 1889-CC VF 20 AN ACS, light to medium gray with a couple patchy 
areas of charcoal color along the borders: and an 1889-CC— 
Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 30. the surfaces are some¬ 
what glossy under some medium gray toning, with accents of gold 
and numerous tiny dark spots on each side. (Total: 2 coins) 

436 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. Shades of mottled russet toning are noted on 
both sides. 


437 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. A bold strike with fully brilliant surfaces. 

438 1889-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned or nearly so. with far fewer blem¬ 
ishes than one normally associates with this well-liked Redfield 
issue. 

439 1890 MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with deep, satiny luster and a minimum 
of surface marks for the assigned grade. While easy enough to locate 
as an MS 64. Gems are another story indeed. 

440 1890 MS 64 NGC. Check out the attractive toning on this thorough¬ 
ly original example. Both sides exhibit mottled reddish-golden hues 
that change to flashy blue-green iridescence at the margins. 

441 1890-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The fields are nice¬ 
ly mirrored, but there is only limited cameo contrast. Essentially 
untoned and always popular due to the historic CC mintmark. 

442 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Mottled russet toning is noted on both sides 
of this near-Gem specimen. 

443 1891-CC MS 61 Prooflike ANACS. VAM-3. Top 100 Variety. The 
“spitting eagle” reverse is hardly scarce, but this is a flashy, fully 
brilliant example. 

444 1891-0 MS 64 PCGS. Original and toned in mottled shades of rus- 


445 1892-CC MS 63 Prooflike PCGS. Thick mint frost on the devices 
boldly contrasts against the prooflike fields. 

446 1892-0 MS 63 PCGS. While a trifle mushy in the centers, the strike 
on this essentially untoned ‘92-0 is clearly finer than is often seen 
on Uncirculated examples of the issue. 

447 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Some weakness of strike is noted on this oth¬ 
erwise flashy and mottle-toned Morgan dollar. 

448 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. As is the case with many near-Gem 1892-0 
dollars, the satiny surfaces are dean enough to warrant consideration 
at a higher classification, but just don’t possess the strength of strike 
necessary for MS 65 status. 
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449 1893 MS 62 NGC. Light russet peripheral toning frames silver cen¬ 
ters. An attractive and collectible example of this premium date. 

450 1893-0 VF 20 NGC. The moderately worn surfaces are completely 
untoned and display typical abrasions for the grade. Surprisingly, 
considerable luster remains around the devices. 

451 1894-0 AU 55 PCGS. Just a slight bit of wear and some original 
toning cover fully lustrous surfaces. 

452 1895-0 XF 45 PCGS. A sharply defined dollar with luster twinkling 
around the letters and devices. Showing only the minimal wear 
expected for this grade. 

453 1895-0 XF 45 PCGS. This wholly original piece still displays some 
of its original mint luster. 

454 1895-0 AU 50 AN ACS. Typically struck for this scarcer New 
Orleans issue, with much hidden luster over the steel-gray surfaces 
and bits of coppery toning about the peripheral devices. 

455 1896 MS 65 PCGS. This scarcer date in Gem condition displays 
light, fully original russet toning on the obverse.

479 1921 MS 65 PCGS. Smooth creamy surfaces with light original ton¬ 
ing, more so on the reverse. 

480 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. A soft strike is noted, but does not distract 
from the distraction-free fields.

544 1843 AU 50 ANACS. Light in color with extensive scuffiness over 
boldly struck surfaces. 

545 1847 VF 35 ANACS. Natural reddish-orange patina clings to the 
devices. 

546 1851 AU 58 NGC. A difficult No Motto half eagle that belies its 
comparatively large mintage. This near-Mint example is well struck 
except for normal softness on the eagle’s neck, with tinges of reddish 
patina over bright yellow-gold surfaces. 

547 1852—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF 40. A relatively light 
cleaning has not stripped this No Motto five of its original reddish 
overtones. 

548 1853 MS 61 NGC. Very well struck with remarkable luster for a No 
Motto five, a notoriously difficult type to locate in crisp Uncirculat¬ 
ed grades. 

549 1856 AU 55 NGC. A fresh, lightly circulated piece with lots of lus¬ 
ter remaining. 

550 1856-D AU 58 NGC. A scarce Southern gold issue that has the low¬ 
est mintage of all half eagles from the Dahlonega mint from 1840 to 
1855. Only 19.786 pieces were struck. The surfaces of this piece are 
a lustrous yellow-gold, with delicate tinges of red on each side. The 
central details are a trifle blunt on Liberty’s middle curls and rea¬ 
sonably well brought up elsewhere. Population: 6 in 58. 6 finer. (See

551 1857 Fine 12 ANACS. A heavily worn No Motto five with plenty of 
stories to tell. 


552 1858-C MS 61 NGC. Well struck, particularly on the obverse, with 
full, frosty luster and just a hint of orange toning. The reverse fields 
are amazingly smooth with none of the Mint-made roughness 
around the eagle that is normally present on this issue. While one ot 
the more obtainable Charlotte fives in circulated grades, the 1858-C 
is very rare in Mint State with only 8-9 pieces believed known today. 
Population: 2 in 61, 4 finer. 

553 1874-S—Reverse Damage—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF 40. The 
real tragedy here is that the 1874-S is one of the great condition rar¬ 
ities in the entire Liberty half eagle series. A prominent punch mark 
just to the left of the ghost of a mintmark spoils the otherwise lus¬ 
trous. problem-free surfaces. 

554 1878 AU 58 NGC. A sharp, earlier date with lots of luster and only 
a hint of wear. 

555 1878-S XF 45 ANACS. Still-lustrous with delicate lilac and reddish 
accents. 

556 1878-S AU 58 NGC. Very few of this date have achieved the MS 
grade, making this an important high grade example of the date. 

557 1878-S AU 58 NGC. Sharply detailed with subtle traces of a 
prooflike finish and lovely orange accents on the reverse. 

558 1879—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF 45. Decent looks 
despite light cleaning. 

559 1879 AU 53 NGC. This scarcer P-mint issue is noticeably more lus¬ 
trous on the reverse. 

560 1879 AU 58 ANACS. Virtually complete luster with a thin ring of 
coppery patina about the margins. Not an easy issue to locate at the 
Uncirculated level. 

561 1879-S XF 45 NGC. Lots of luster remains on this scarcer S-mint 
issue.

1841 XF 45 PCGS. Despite its status as one of the more common 
Liberty eagles from the early 1840s. the 1841 (63.131 pieces pro¬ 
duced) is a scarce coin that becomes progressively more difficult to 
locate the higher one progresses up the grading scale. The yellow- 
gold surfaces are free of bothersome striking incompleteness, but 
both sides are noticeably abraded with an overall scuffy appearance. 

1843-0—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details. Net VF 20. Scrubbed 
rather vigorously, with a particular dulling effect on the obverse. 

1847—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details. Net XF 40. Much of the 
remaining luster on the obverse is subdued by myriad hairlines. Hap¬ 
pily, the reverse escaped with a far less severe cleaning.

Light abrasions are well dis¬ 
persed over both sides, none of which are singularly distracting. 

618 1848 AU 58 NGC. Much scarcer as a date than most Philadelphia 
issues, this bright piece is just a hint of friction away from Mint 
State. 

619 1850 Large Date XF 45 NGC. The more common of the two logo¬ 
types used for the date on 1850 eagles. This reddish-tinged example 
is somewhat reflective in appearance and displays normal softness 
on the obverse stars. 

620 1854 AU 50 NGC. A pleasing No Motto eagle and a challenging 
issue in lesser-wom condition. Original copper-gold appearance. 

621 1878-S AU 55 NGC. One of a very small percentage of 1878-S tens 
that has survived without extensive circulation. Flashy, semi-reflec¬ 
tive luster is broken by scuffy surface marks in the more exposed 
areas and remains intact about the devices. Population: 6 in 55, 13 
finer. 

622 1878-S AU 58 NGC. Among late-date tens this issue is scarce in AU 
58 and compares in rarity to the 1877-S. Much of the original mint 
luster remains. 

623 1879-S—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. Several digs 
are visible below and to the right of the mintmark. 

624 1879-S AU 55 PCGS. Signs of brief circulation are visible beneath 
layers of natural reddish patina that gather strength in the areas about 
the devices. 

625 1880-S AU 55 ANACS. Lustrous with pleasing reddish color, being 
hampered only by a cluster of scuffy abrasions in front of Liberty’s 
chin. 

626 1882 MS 63 NGC. The 1882 issue is not common in MS 63 and 
higher.

Attractive orange-gold color with light olive 
tinting at the rims. A generous number of small bagmarks tends to 
disguise the underlying semi-prooflike gleam. 

643 1888-S MS 61 PCGS. Boldly struck and respectably clean for the 
grade. This piece is really just about as nice as this underrated issue 
comes.

734 1878-S MS 60 NGC. Brightly lustrous, and though displaying its 
fair share of contact marks, this coin seems awfully nice to be just 
MS 60. 

735 1879 AU 55 ANACS. Moderately abraded surfaces are covered in 
reddish patina, with ample remaining luster. 

736 1879 AU 55 ANACS. Pleasing reddish patina overlays sharp, briefly 
circulated surfaces. 

737 1879 AU 58 ANACS. Very well defined with natural reddish-gold¬ 
en color and a mere trace of fricuon on Liberty’s cheek. 

738 1879-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details. Net AU 50. Lightly 
cleaned but still attraedve. 

739 1879-S AU 58 PCGS. Traces of rub are noted on the highpoints of 
this original specimen. 

740 1882-S AU 58 ANACS. A bright, flashy coin with just a hint of wear 
on the highest points of the design. 

741 1883-S AU 58 PCGS. Almost completely lustrous, with minor pin- 
scratches to the left of the portrait. 

742 1884-S MS 61 PCGS. This slightly better issue exhibits pleasing 
olive-gold and orange colorauon. being moderately abraded on the 
obverse.

755 1900 AU 55 ANACS. One notable facial cut is the primary distrac¬ 
tion on this century-old double eagle. 

756 1900-S MS 62 PCGS. Deeply mirrored obverse fields accent the 
details of this Uncirculated piece. 

757 1902 AU 58 NGC. An appealing, almost completely lustrous exam¬ 
ple of this low mintage scarcity that is typically abraded in the fields.

This reddish- 
golden example is one of those coins that will prompt some collec¬ 
tors to cringe and others to declare it a “Gem BU.” 

768 1909/8 AU 55 ANACS. This distinct and interesting variety is pop¬ 
ular among Saint collectors. 

769 1912 MS 61 NGC. Normally abraded for this scarcer issue, with a 
slight reddish tinge overall. 

770 1915 MS 63 PCGS. Still scarce and desirable, this difficult Philadel¬ 
phia issue is sure to please with its good luster and clean surfaces. 


771 1923-D MS 65 PCGS. A creamy, green-aold Gem with that special 

look that only this issue seems to have. A tiny spot is noted near 8 
o’clock at the obverse rim. 


772 1924—Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details. Net AU 50. A cluster of 
scratches is well concealed within the sun’s rays beneath the eagle. 

773 1924 MS 65 PCGS. Pleasing, golden-yellow surfaces are free of dis¬ 
tracting abrasions. 

774 1926—Reverse Cleaned—AN ACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. Ok. so 
it displays a few light hairlines above the eagle. The appeal of this 
vibrant orange-gold example is the equal of coins in MS 63 or even 
MS 64 holders. 


775 1926 MS 65 NGC. A creamy Gem with the expected minimal num¬ 

ber of contact marks.

777 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 64 PCGS. A very clean example of this 
scarce issue, with barely a mark on Kilby’s cheek and with an excep¬ 
tionally clean reverse. Both sides are brilliant and untoned with great 
eye appeal. 

778 1935-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Clean surfaces with a minimum of 
light contact marks and surfaces that display full luster under lisht.

788 1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC. Well frosted with the slightest blush of 
pastel-golden color at the margins. 

789 1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC. A thin layer of golden patina covers 
each side. 


790 1892 Columbian MS 64 PCGS: 1892 Columbian MS 64 NGC: and 
an 1893 Columbian MS 64 PCGS. Two coins are essentially brilliant 
and one is toned.
